Use 
of fluorides will only be conduct- 
ed with parental permission from 
each individual student, and per- 
mission slips will be coming soon, 
and should be returned immediate- 
ly. While this portion of the pro- 
gram is elective, all parents are 
encouraged to have their children’ 
participate in the daily tablets and 
weekly rinses at school for the 
optimum degree of success in pre- 
venting dental disease. It should 
be noted, however, that there will 
be an area in the permission slip 
where you must indicate if your 
child drinks Bethel water (town 
water), in which case there is no 
need to take the daily fluoride 
tablet, but should participate in 
the rinse program. There are 
two effective ways for fluorides to 
work: one is through ingested fluo- 
rides, i. e. tablets or fluoridated 
water, and the second is through a

ing, pointed out by Dexter Stowell 
of Stowell, Wood Products, Inc., is 
the fact that, in the wood products 
industry, most of the work is short- 
term, with special orders coming 
in and being filled quickly, giving 
jittle time for in-depth training. 
Because an employer does not 
know what type of skills he may 
need, training becomes a difficult 
guessing game, Mr. Stowell also 
pointed out that effective in-plant 
training would vequire special 
personnel whose major responsi- 
bility is employee skill develop- 
ment. He did not believe that most 
small firms could afford to hire 
specialists in employee develop- 
ment, Instead, he felt training 
could be better accomplished 
through community programs such 
as Adult Education, and through 
employer reimbursement for relat- 
ed courses taken outside the plant, 

Les Otten of Sunday River Ski- 
way explained that employees must 
realize that to earn an increase in 
real wages they must increase 
their productivity, thereby increas- 
ing the profits of the firm. He 
felt that the usual system of ad- 
vancement, which promotes em- 
ployees to higher skill levels, has 
asa major flaw the fact that 
while skill level increases, an 
employee is still not motivated to 
become more productive at the 
new Jevel, Instead, advancement 
should be granted because of in- 
creased productvity. Programs 
addressing employee growth and 
development must focus not only 
on skill training but on increas- 
ing motivation and productivity, 

Following the panel presentation 
the subject was opened to the 
general audience. Discussion fo- 
cused on several related issues, 
including the problems of instill- 
ing motivation in young workers 
and the importance of education 
as a tool for enrichment as well 
as advancement, to create not 
simply a developed employee, but 
a well-rounded employed citizen 
whose genera] awareness has been 
increased. 

Donald Bennett, moderator for 
the meeting, asked each of the 
panel members to consider how 
they felt the Education Work 
Council could best assist them in 
their particular situations. He 
pointed out that one goal of the 
Council is to improve communica- 
tions within the community be- 
tween the public and private sec- 
tors and agencies who can best 
accomplish the tasks which need 
to be doné. 

Mr. Rasor said that he would 
like an opportunity to gather all 
of his employees together to hear 
representatives from the Eduea- 
tion Work Council and other

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290 ENROLLED AS CLASSES

Morning dawned briskly on 
Monday and we breakfasted at six 
thirty as usual. 

Two black ducks were busy am- 
ong the weeds by the shore. 

The leaves turning color were 
like the sunrise, an exploding roc- 
ket of colors across the pond. 

Our birds are few now except 
for the return of the chickadees. 

A shimmering purple haze lay 
far down the pond. 

Loveliness and peace rested on 
the country side, as the morning 
moved on. 

By noon Ruth and I had arrang- 
ed for a hike into the hills.’ We 
drove, a little after one o'clock, 
to the camp settlement, where the 
Town Meeting Elm stands, Then 
we ‘took a left turn toward Long 
Mountain, Since we had been here 
last—possibly last fall, the road 
had changed to a “boulevard”, 
wide and smooth as roads through 
woods seldom are. 

The first change we noticed was 
an iron gate which had been put 
across the road to protect the 
wood which was well up the road, 
piled and ready to truck out, A 
man working on the road told us 
it had to be done. 

All along, there was lovely scen- 
ery. 

We saw frequent traces of 
moose, as well as bears in the 
muddy places of the road. We 
thought that we might see a moose 
but not a bear even though the 
tracks were fresh. They are a 
hard to see animal, for they usual- 
ly get out of sight as soon as pos- 
sible. ; 

From one point we looked up 
at a bare ridge, the naked rock 
rising abruptly from the forest. 
It reminded us of a barrier of a 
wall on Overset over which we 
recently traveled a six and one- 
half inile jaunt. OH, Boy—That 
day! An unforgotten story. 

We kept on toward Long Moun- 
tain. Those in the distance whose 
tops we could see; unfinished parts 
of the globe; I call them, ever 
retreating before us.

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penetrable; made a striking picture
